SIDNEY CLIVE RODGERS, recalled on his former oath, examined by 


Mr. Maynard: 


Q Mr, Rodgers, you are still under oath in this Inquiry? 
A Yes: sit. 
Q Yesterday I was discussing with you at the time we adjourned 


proceedings or steps that had been taken by officials of 
Ideal Homes after the Wellington Park property had been 
re-zoned R4, and you indicated you were not familiar with 
what had transpired; have you had an opportunity of checking 
the files or of discussing the matter with other civic 
officials to find out what has transpired since the re-zoning 


to R4 of the Wellington Park area? 


A Yes. 
Q Can you tell us what has transpired? 
A Well, we re-checked our files yesterday afternoon and there 


is no application recorded for either a development permit 
or a building permit on the property. JI discussed with 


Commissioner Menzies the matter of talks or discussions that

A (Cont.) he had had earlier this year, January of this year, 
with Mr. Buxton of Buxton Real Estate, who had expressed 


interest in, I believe, developing the property in Wellingto 





Park at that time. These discussions revealed that there 
was a ten foot utility easement which goes through the 
property and that some problem was being caused by these 
utilities, by this easement, utility easement, in terms of 
development, developing the site for apartments. Now, do 
you wish me to carry on? 

Q Yes, please? 

A The problem essentially was that if the site were developed 
with one large apartment building, that the foundations of 
the building would have to be reinforced and there would be 
additional cost caused thereby because of the additional 
reinforcement which would have to be put in to bridge in 
particular a sewer line which is twenty feet below ground 
level. As I understand it, Mr. Buxton went away with the 
impression that Commissioner Menzies was going to confirm 
his agreement that a settlement would be made on the matter 
of the additional cost by letter; but Commissioner Menzies 


advises me that unfortunately this was not done, it had 





slipped his memory. 





Q Now, you refer to discussions held with Mr. Buxton in 
January of this year? 


A That is correct. 





Q Did you discuss with Mr. Menzies any steps that were taken 


between the year 1966 by officials of Ideal Homes or their

Now, Mr. Rodgers, just as a general question of policy with 
the, involving development in the City of Edmonton, could I 
use two illustrations: the Alberta Government Telephone 
Building that I understand is to be built across from the 
Macdonald Hotel, has a building permit been taken out for 
this development yet? 

The Alberta Government Telephone Building? 

Yes? 

No, no. A foundation permit has been issued for the Oxford 
Leasehold Building next door to it. 

And yet there have been extensive discussions between the 
Alberta Government Telephone officials and the City officials 
concerning this particular project? 

Oh, yes, yes. 

The new Court House, has a permit been taken out yet by the 
Government for the construction of the new Court House in 
the City of Edmonton? 


No sir. 


And yet you are familiar with the fact that there have been

Q (Cont.) extensive discussions between Government officials 
and City officials concerning the proposed new Court House? 

A Well, I wouldn't say extensive, they could be more extensive 
I think; we would like to know a little bit more about the 


Government's plans on the Court House. 


Q Well, there have been discussions? 
A There have been discussions. 
Q And the usual practice in effect, Mr. Rodgers, is that when 


a person is going to develop a piece of property he usually 
starts with preliminary discussions with the City officials 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether the project on 

any particular site or a particular project would be suitabl 
and satisfactory, and this is usually done before an 
application for a permit is made? 

A Yes, especially if there are public utilities involved, and 
there may be a question of moving them. 

Q Yes, so that in this particular case, before Ideal Homes 
could apply for a construction permit, it was necessary to 
clear away some existing problems relating to utilities? 

A Well, not necessarily, of course. The site as it stands 


right now is a perfectly feasible apartment site, develop- 





ment site. The problem arose in the type of apartment which 





may have been intended on the site itself. 
Q Yes, if they are going to build over the sewer line, of 
course, they require discussions with the City to ascertain 


what kind of reinforcing is required, and so on?

Q And this is all preliminary before any plans can even be file 
with the City? 


A Yes sir. 





Q And you have no previous knowledge of any discussions that 
took place in 1966 between Mr. Menzies and Mr. Arnold and 
other officials of Ideal Homes? 

A No sir, I haven't. 

Q Your first knowledge related to you by Mr. Menzies is in 
January of 1967? 

A That is correct. 

Q Has Mr. Menzies yet written this letter to Mr. Buxton advisin 
what was required by way of construction or reinforcement for 
the construction of the apartment over the sewer line? 

A No sir, he has not, he advised me that although it slipped 
his mind, he felt there was an onus on the owner of the, 
or the prospective developer of the land to indicate the 
type of development he proposed for the site, because this 
would have a bearing on the matter of the disposition of 
utilities going through the land. 

Q Are you suggesting that Mr. Menzies has indicated to you 
that this was not submitted to him by Mr. Buxton or Mr. 


Arnold? 





A Oh, no sir, not at all. There were discussions held between 


them and they did discuss the matter of the utility easement. 





Q Yes, and during the course of the discussions has Mr. Menzies 


indicated, in January of this year, that there would have to 


be special reinforcement for the apartment constructed over

MR. GILL: Mr. Commissioner, I don't know, sir, 
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(Cont.) the sewer line? 





Yes, the sewer is about twenty feet deep. If the sewer line 
is to be retained it would have to be protected and the 
building would have to be protected by additional 
reinforcing. If the sewer line were removed, then there 
would still be the question of backfill and possible settle- 
ment, so that there would be additional cost on the 
foundation. 

Had there been discussion about removing the sewer line? 
Well, the discussions covered other utilities as well as the 
sewer line. 

Yes, there is a power line? 

Yes. 

But had there been discussions about removing the sewer line? 
I believe so, this is a possibility. When one considers 
utilities, there is always the question of weighing whether 
it is more economical to remove a line or to protect it if 
it is to be built over. 

And during the course of these discussions do you know if it 
had been suggested by Mr. Menzies to the developers that the 
sewer line should be removed at their cost? 

I dontt know if Commissioner Menzies suggested it be removed 
at their cost. He did intimate that he was sympathetic 
towards the problem of additional cost as far as reinforcing

MAYNARD: Mr. Commissioner, I think it was 
indicated in evidence, and there is an Exhibit, that the 


City obtained a sewer line easement. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Yes.

the City as to what is required for the purpose of being 
able to finalize a plan for submission to the City. This is 
all I am endeavouring to bring out, and I think Mr. Rodgers 
has covered this sufficiently.

A Subsequently I reiterated or reaffirmed an opinion based 
on new information, and then the last thing that I did 
was to appear for him before the Finance Committee of 
City Council, 

Q Yes. Sir, in the course of examining the material that 
was brought to your attention for the purpose of forming 
an opinion, did you have any document that Mr, Hooke had 
prepared for submission to the City? 

A Well, I couldn't tell yatwhen I got a document -- but I 

had about a fourteen-page photostat of some memorandum that 

he had prepared, given to me as a narrative, and from that, 
with the back-up documents, I gave my opinion, JI should 
say when I gave my opinion, it was after consultation with 


my former partner Mr, Stevenson. 





QO IT am showing you Exhibit 379, sir. Does that strike a 
familiar note, or was it some other document --- ? 
A Certainly the top page is exactly the same as mine, so I 


assume it is the same document. 





Q Yes. Then, having that narrative, you made further 


examination of documents which might support the 





information in it?

You had some other material? 

A I had a bundle of plans and correspondence, that I don'tt

A There was nothing in my file to give a date, 

Q And what -- did anything in particular transpire between 
the opinion of 1960 and 1962? Why were you again 
consulted on the same subject, having given an opinion in 
1960? 

A IT have no idea why, Mr. Clement; all I know is -- . 

Q Yes. 

A -- I was consulted. 

Q You were consulted. 

A You see, I had nothing to do with the day-by-day -- if there

Q Yes, Well, then, we come to 1962. Was there additional 


material put before you at that time? 

A My file would indicate something had come up, and I had 
looked at it along with the other material, gave a reviewed 
opinion, which was in essence the same, and then returned 
the material. 

Q And without examining the opinion itself, the conclusion 
was that there was an actionable claim against the City? 


A In one resnect, yes.

A There ws a possible/in one respect and I thought a fairly 
good chance of succeeding on a second portion. 

Q Perhaps it might assist us, sir, to designate the one in 
which you thought, in which you felt there was a claim 
maintainable, and the other in which there was some 
possibility or probability. 

A Now, as I understand from my memory, and checking through 


the correspondence, we approached the problem from two 





phases. The first was that there had been a promise, as 





we were given to understand, from the City that a certain 
portion of land could be bought by Mr. Hooke's company -- 
as I understood it, it was his company then; and we took 


the position that there was nothing in writing, no 





consideration passing, and that he had at most probably a 


moral claim, but not a very good legal claim,

Q Just -- . Was this related in any way, as far as you can 
recall, sir, to a parcel of land that Ideal Homes had in 


earlier years rented from the City? 











A Well, if it wasn’t that it was something very similar. 

Q Well -- . 

A I am afraid that I don’t know where the pieces were. 

Q Well, I am trying to -- 

A But certainly that is part of the picture. 

Q Yes. 

A Yes. 

Q For your information, there is evidence on the record 
that Ideal Homes had leased a portion of land here in the 
Bronx, close to the railway tracks ---. 

A It’s in the area of the elevator, anyway. 

Q That is the same portion? 

A Yes. 

Q And we have had evidence, some evidence of dealings between 
Ideal Homes and the City in respect of this land which has 
previously -- which had previously been held in leasehold 
by Ideal Homes, That's one topic? 

A That's the one that we had no faith in, When I say "no 
faith", on the revised opinion I said, you may have an 
action, but I really didn't encourage it. 

Yes. Then what was the one in which you were -- ? 

A The second one was at some stage -- and I have to go piece 
by piece to pick up the narrative, but at some stage he got

A Yes, and my note of the motion -- and I assume that there 
is a minute of the final motion -- but my notes made -- and 
my notes are dated December 9th, 1964 -- I hope we are 
talking about the right date --- I have a note that Dr. 





McGugan made a motion that the Commissioners assess, make 







an assessment of presentations and report back with a 
digest of the circumstances and make a recommendation, 


and that was amended by Dr. Weinlos who asked that the 





matter be -- that consultations be carried on with the 


Honourable Mr. Hooke before it came back, and that's the 


part that surprised me, that we were never given an

that, and then we read in the newspaper that our application 
had been chucked out.

That's right. 

And had been dealt with by Council without any further 


notice to you? 


That's right.

A No, I understood -- I understood -- and I can't tell you 
when, but I am sure that it would be at the start, that he 
was a creditor, but the main creditor, and therefore 
considered that he sort of had control of the company.

Q Yes. The Board as constituted in its inception in 1961 
consisted of yourself and two other members? 

A That's right, sir. 

Q And who were the other members? 

A Mr. Ian Morris, a solicitor, and Mr. Albert B. Wetter, who 
is Assistant Director of School Administration for the 








Province also. |

Does that position come under the Department of Education, 
under the Minister of Education? 

That is correct, sir. 

And Mr. Morris, has he other Civil Service duties besides, 
has he Civil Service duties in addition to his duties as 

a member of the Local Authorities Board? 

Yes, sir, he is Department Solicitor for the Department of 
Municipal Affairs. He is also a member of the, I am not sure 
of the technical name, but we'll call it the Hutterite Board, 
I think it is the Communal Properties Board. 

Yes? 

And as I recall those are the positions he holds at the 
moment, sir. 

Yes. In reading the Local Authorities Board Act, Mr. 
Macgregor, I do not observe that any member of the Executive 
Council is designated as being in charge of the operation of 
the Act, so to speak; is that correct? 

That could be, sir, I haven't checked that point.

THE COMMISSIONER: The only thing, Mr. Gill, about this 
Inquiry that disturbs me is that we keep going on and on, 
broadening out; the first thing, we are going to have the 
whole Government of Alberta before me, and I don’t consider 
that the scope of my Inquiry extends that far 

MR. GILL: It disturbs me too, sir, but the terms 
of reference are: did A. J. Hooke use his office, as set out 
in the Order-In-Council.

memorandum and notes from Mr. Hooke.

A Well, I imagine that Mr. Hooke indicated that I was an 
employee that he thought was a suitable appointment for the 


position, yes, l would think that would be right.

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You made reference to the Premier, and I'm trying to 
assess how these things normally happen, and I thought it 
would be that the communication from the Premier would be 
based on a recommendation of one of his ministers, which 
almost as a matter of certainty in this case would be Mr. 
Hooke. Does that sound right? 

Well, this is the first time I had, I think, the privilege 
of being appointed to something like this, and this is the 
way it happened in this case. T don't know what the normal 
routine is. I would assume the minister would -- there 
would be many ministers would have made a recommendation as 
to who they thought should be appointed, for all I know. 
Yes, In any event it is now my impression, from what you 
have said -- and please correct me if I am wrong --- that 
in your case, in your particular appointment, the recommend- 
ation was that of Mr. Hooke. 

I am assuming this, sir. 

Yes.

And at the time you were not with Mr. Hooke’*s department, 
you were plucked out of the Liquor Control Board for this 
job? 

That is right. 

Had you ever, at the time of the Edmonton annexation 
proceedings, received any indication in any way what the 


minister's wishes were in respect to annexation? 


Never, sir.

Q There has been some discussion of memoranda, which I wontt 
go into now; there has been some reference to the fact 
that, of course, on occasion you had discussions with the 
minister. Is it the best of your memory that his desires 
in respect to annexation were never made known to you 
in discussion or any other way? 

A That is correct, sir. I don't know yet what his opinion 
may have been of our decision. 

Q On the decision, but what about his views in respect to 
annexation policy as it applied to the City and the County 
of Strathcona? 

A Mr. Hooke has never discussed with me his policy respecting 
annexation by the City, the County, or the Town of St. 
Albert or the Town of Jasper Place, or any other annexation 
application like that. 

Q And would it be fair to say that the only urgings you 
received to make your particular decision one way or the 
other on it, was -- were from the parties to the 
application,namely, the municipalities? 


A And the evidence we gained at the public hearings, sir. 





These were experts called by the parties, though? 


A And individuals, sir, that stood up and appeared, and the 





individuals who wrote the Board directly in connection with 


the annexation application. 





Q They would be land owners and the like in the area? 
A Thatts correct, sir, business owners -- something of that 
nature -- residents of the area, yes. 
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Did the Board receive any communication in writing or 
otherwise from John Campbell? 

I don't recall it, sir. If we did, I just don't -- 1 
certainly dontt recall it, in other words. 

It would be on the file? 

Yes. 

That you volunteered to produce? 

That's correct, sir. 

Is there any --- I am assuming that is almost a public 
file, in any event, is it not, Mr. Macgregor? 

I don't know that I am able to answer that. 

You have made -- . 

It's open to anybody that comes in -- I'm quite happy to 
show it to them, certainly. 

Then, is there any other related file in connection with the 


Edmonton annexation proceedings, that is not public in 


that way? 
No, everything in our files is open to the public -- I don'ft 
see -- no reason why it shouldn't be. 


No confidential interdepartmental memos, or memos from the 
staff that would be public? 

Well, I don't know that I am really able to judge whether 

-_ , I£ I write to somebody -- to the minister and say this 
member of the staff is not doing his job, and he should have 
a -- a replacement, I don't know whether that's public -- 
anyone -- the solicitors, certainly could come up and look 
at it. Whether somebody coming in off the street and Saying,

A (Cont.) now, I would like to look at your files -- I would 
question whether he could just -- just whether anybody 
coming in off the street could walk in and look at our 
files, but if they are interested in something there is

Q The question really is simply this, Mr. Macgregor: is 
there any other file -- is there any file that, because of 


its confidential nature or some other reason, is not going 
to be with the file that you agreed to produce, but which 


would still relate in some way to the Edmonton annexation? 





A Certainly not that I recall. I believe the whole 
Edmonton-Jasper Place annexation, -- the general term for 
it -- is all on the one file. If not, it would be the 


Edmonton file and the Jasper Place file, and possibly the 
County of Strathcona file, and the Municipal District of 
Stony Plain file -- based on the municipalities that were 
involved in the annexation; and I would be happy to 
produce any of those that have information on the hearing.

does the Local Authorities Board attempt to implement 





the views of the provincial administration in making 





decisions on annexations in any cases?

0 But you must apply certain policies, and are those 
policies not ones that you are generally aware are the 
policies of the government?

I would say in an annexation application the policies 
which the Board uses to make decisions are based on the 
knowledge it has of other annexation applications over 
many, many years, in the various provinces of Canada, 

and through studying the matters of these anne xations, 

and the bases on which the decisions were made -- .

Q So that even when you do become aware of opinions of 
members of the cabinet in respect to the sort of example 
I gave you, you take no cognizance of that? 

A Certainly not, sir. We are --- our duty as I see Tos 
set out in the Local Authorities Board Act. We don't have 
to account to anyone for the decision we make -- except, 

I guess, the Lieutenant-Governor who, in the last instance, 
can fire us if he decides that we are not doing our duty. 
Aside from that we are not influenced by any other source -- 
including the newspapers. 

Q Oh; Itm very glad to hear that. I think those are all 
my questions, Mr. Macgregor.

Q Yes, and did one of the things you were freelancing about 
involve an inquiry into the activities of Mr. Hooke and 
Dr. Allard? 

A That is correct. 

Q Yes, and did you make some investigations on your own? 

A Yes. I, for Time Magazine I was assigned to conduct an 
investigation into the circumstances surrounding the firing 
or dismissal of Mr. Hinman, and also the press release which 
the Premier issued relating to this clique of men having 
enticed the Minister to a residence. 

Q Yes. Well then, dealing in particular with the Premier's

In regard to this. 

Did you come across any substantial evidence which you think 
might assist this Inquiry?

I had called Mr. Leger on the telephone to ask him if this 
rumor was true, that it had been held at his motel. He 
declined to comment on the telephone, he inferred or actually 
stated that there was a possibility that his phone might be 
bugged, and he suggested that I come down to the motel and 
discuss it there. 

And did you do so? 

Yes, I did. I went to his motel. We met in his office in 
the basement, at which time Mr. Leger outlined to me the 
events of the meeting that had taken place. 


Those have already been recounted by Mr. Leger at an earlier

Q (Cont.) stage in this Inquiry; was there anything beyond that/? 
A There was only one, one thing that did come up in the

HURLBURT: My Lord, I wonder whether this is within 
the scope of the Inquiry?

Well, he said "Well, have you, what have you found out about 
Mr. Hooke and myself?", and I said "Well, I have found out 
numerous things which I don’t feel free to disclose at this 


time.", He said "What are they?", you know, "Surely they 





are just malicious rumors and gossip going around.", he said

A Well, he, he said "Well, surely this is not the stuff that 
a story is made out of?", he said "It is not right to 
publish things like this which will just lead to conflicts, 
and so on.", and he said "I suggest that it might be a good 
idea that you don't publish this story.". I said "It is 
completely out of my hands, I am merely doing ttt or a 
client.".

Q In particular the testimony was that as far as the Buena 


Vista land is concerned, in order to make an exchange, for

And the matter progressed through Council to a point where it 
was directed that a meeting be held in the Buena Vista area 
inorder to hear the views of the residents of that area with 
respect to the proposed rezoning of this parcel?

The proposed rezoning being from RRA which is a highly 
preferential category of single residence dwellings fol kL 
which would have permitted, as the Inquiry has been told, 
would have permitted a nursing home to be built on this land, 
is this your recollection? 

That is my recollection. 

Now, was it this matter of rezoning the Buena Vista land that 
you spoke of in opposing -- 

Yes. 

-- the proposition? 

Yes. 

Now Mr. Leger, at page 2841 you spoke of a meeting that you 
had with Mr. Hooke, that is Mr. Hooke called on you in your 
home in the evening roughly a week or so prior to the meeting 
at the South Bend Motel on July 30th, as I understand 

the date? 

That is right. 

And you gave evidence then as to what happened at that 
meeting which would put it earlier in July of 1964? 

Yes.

Was there any other occasion that Mr. Hooke came to 
you or spoke to you or saw you in any way in which he tried 
to exert any views on you in relation to what should be done 
about the Wellington Park property or any relief that might 
be accorded him in respect to his troubles with the City? 
Well not at that particular time, no. I think from the 
questioning that Mr, Maynard had made and thinking back that 
possibly at one of the meetings I had gone to Mr. Hooke'ts 
office, this question may have come up, may have been raised 
by Mr. Hooke but I am not sure and certainly not in detail 
and I wasn't particularly interested at tha time. JI am not 
sure whether that is true or not. I have a vague recollectio 
of something coming up but not in the context of this 
exchange. 

I see. Whatever it was wasn't so important that it stuck 

in your memory? 

No. 

And if it did happen, what is your time association with it, 
before or after --

Macdonald. This is September 13th, 1965. It reads: 

"Mr, J. N. Agrios appeared representing the owners of 
the property in regard to Bylaw 2720 to amend the 
zoning Bylaw, Wellington, 127th Street and 133rdA 
Avenue." 

Do you recall that Council meeting? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you recall Mr. Agrios making a proposition to the Council 
that any potential claim against the City would be dropped 


by Mr. Hooke if Council would rezone those lots at 127th
